What infornmtion do they seek f Do 
they want to know that, the white peopL' 
in the soiitli have lyiii lied ni groe - who~c 
miserable lu.-its led tliem to the comuiis 
aion of the idack crime of rape upon white 
women? If so, they need not investijrHte, 
for SHch is the fact. Do tiny de^iie to 
know thut tbm has been done by infuri- 
ated cuiuiuuiiicie.w for the protection of 
their white women, and to save the vie 
timsof these flends from the hniniliHiiou 
of testifying in courts t it so, this is the 
fact. Do they want to know whether 
there was any duubl au to the guilt of the 
men lynched » If no, for ilie .satisfaction 
of their yearning soul.s, they cuttld have 
ascertained without encouniuring tlie per- 
iU of a Keu trip that their guilt was clear 
iu eVery instance. If they had deaiied to 
learn whether tbeae lynchluga wore per 
mittetl or countenanMd by the civil an 
tboritiea, they could have learned through 
the regular ohanueU of correapondence 
that in every cose the olvil authorities 
were either withoat knowledgv or were 
overpownured. 

In Virginia, the anthorltiee in every 
case have a.s -erted all their power to aup- 
preM the lyucuiug spirit, and within the 
laat few montha I have protected from 
violence with D&ilitiai at heavy expense tc 
the state, three negruea who v^ere charged 
with outraging white women. They had 
fair trlaW, were convicted and executed. 
While lynch law Is to be condemned and 
every effort has been, and will be made 
to Huppresa it In the south, without the 
advice of those would-be philautrophists, 
who have taken so much upon themselves, 
lynching will surely cease, when crime nl 
rape cease.s. These sympathetic Euglish- 
men miglit find missionary work among 
the ue^sroes ot the .south iu warning' theui 
aKAitisi tilt' I ij:i^f({ueuces of the forcible 
gratification ol thi ir devilish lust.

CHINESE TRANSPORT WRECKED. 



Tko 1.M0 Vroopa m BMwd MUr teaded. 

Oall or Ohiaeso OflMals. 

London, Hopt. II.— A di.spatoh ro« 
ccived here from Shanghai says that the 
Chinese transport C'liean, while proceed- 
ing to Formosa, with 1,4()() troops ou 
hoard, was wrecked iu the Che-Tuug 
pass. A panic occntred ou board when 
the steamer ;weut ashore, but all the 
crew of the Chean were safely landad 
in her boats. There is no hope of ear- 
iug the transport. 

Another dispatch received here from 
Shanghai says that on Saturday last 
some Chinese of&cials boardea the 
French mail steamer en route to Japan, 
and demanded to search the ship for 
Japanese offloera coming from Europe 
who were said to be retmruing home on 
board of her. The captain of tho steam- 
er refused to allow his ship to be 
seorchod and waa oWiged to thrcatou to 
ask for the asifistance of a French war- 
ship before the loctd ofllcial.s withdrew. 

Inquiries made here by a representa- 
tive of tlie Assix-iiitad ness at the Chi- 
nese and Japanese Ipff.ifions. show that 
the otlieials of botli these co iMtrics dis- 
credit the n-port that uogotiatioas for 
an ariiustice are in progress between 
Cluuu uiid Japan.

Ball ol Mr« Fell. 
ClIKAOO, Sept. 11. — Rev. E. C.

A 
hole several feet in di.iinoter and of cou- 
sidi'rable depth was left in the ground 
and the earth for 'M feet aroiuid was 
cracked.

His reasons are that he 
prefers to deyote himself to his law 
practice, and that he does not wish to 
enter another campaign, which he 
says is to bo fonglit ui)oii religions lines.

Pabis, Sept. 11.— The disaster to the 
Paris aud Cologne express train at 
Apilly, bet\ysen Noyon and Chauny, 
Sunday, was more serious than at first 
supposed. The first estimates placed 
the number of persons killed at 10, with 
20 injured. It is now stated that from 
40 to 60 were killed or injured. It 
seems to bo certain that there were no 
Americans amonc the killed or injured.

Massii.lon, O.. Sept. 11. — The village 
of Dalton, iiiue miles west of here, was 
visited by a disastrous couflagration. 
It etartcd at 2:8t) o'clock Monday morn- 
ing in a shed, and is .supposed to bu of 
Incendiary origin. Tho frame houses 
burned like tinder, and at S o'clock JO 
acres in the heart of the town had been 
dovastated, and over 80 structures to- 
tally destroyed. The village water sup- 
ply was sood exhausted, and dopnnd- 
euce was then placed upon wells aud 
cisterns 

Ainieals for help were sent to all the 
surrounding towns, and iit tiio earliest 
iiioiiietit spec ial trains took sucU equip- 
ment to the .scene as ^lassillon, Canton 
and Orrville could spare. 

In many castas household goods wery 
removed to the street, only to bo de- 
etroyed iu that plac e of supjio-ed safety. 
Tlie i itizeus of the phu:e were I'oniijlete- 
ly panic-stricken. No very serious ac- 
cidents are reported. Oue mau was 
carried out of the hotel unoouscious, but 
will recover. 

The buildings destroyed numix^r 38. 
Tho total loss figures up to*aOO,00(>. aud 
the insurance is only f'iO.OOO. Every 
business house in the village was con- 
feuiiied. 

The rain did as much as anything 
oNo tu stop the progress of the llaiiies. 
Families burned out have been taken in 
by iui;;libors, and arc not in actual iiis 
tn>s.s but have lost all their possessions. 
It is suspected that a crowd of fellows 
sent to the penitentiary on Didton testi 
mony started the fixe.

Philadklphia, Seat. 11.— Policeman 
Chambers was snot last night by 
Charles O. MoCloskey, who he was at- 
tempting to arrest, and is dyiug at tht;

Closkey had complained of his disorderly 
conduct and Chambers, with anotheV 
policeman, were sent to the house to ar- 
rest him. MoCloskey ran upstairs, and 
standing at the top, nred five shots from 
bis pistol.

Attempted Harder in Chnreh.

Markel it Co,, of Monongahela, are offer- 
ing, and have instructed their country 
agents to take up 350,000 pounds at from 
20 to 2.5 cents, aorordinir to grade, 

"Several instances wliere wo<j1 has sold 
in the West Virginia pan-handle at from 
20 to 23 cents are reported. Most of the 
wool-buyers are Itej>ublicans, and the 
fairy stories they have told wool-raisers 
within the past three months are re- 
markable. They have used every means 
to bulldoze buyers into selling at from 15 
to 17 cents, and-have been able to get 
some wool at thrae flgnres."

This 
cry waa heard by Local Board dommla- 
sion No. 1, and the rates were raised 
The increase may have suited the com- 
paniea, but a steady, silent complaint 
from the other side has continued, and 
the latest protest is from the Ik)ard of 
Underwriters of LesinRton, Ky. The 
claim is that the rates arc too high to be 
enforced, and that the beat business will 
be driven from the union and board 
companies to outside offices and Eastern 
brokers. 

"The complaint is made that provisions 
are imposed upon the city that would be 
well enough for a more modemly con- 
st rue ted town, hut will result in disaster 
to the business there. Permission is 
asked for the rerision by the local board 
of the rates, with a correction of the in- 
consistencies. This protest is not re- 
oeiyed with much good humor by the 
managers who claim that for years rales 
in the South have been too low, and that 
all efforts to correct them are met with 
stubborn resistance by the Southern 
agents." 

Maysville was ^jiven a raise last spring 
and made a kick, but the matter was fi- 
nally adjusted and the new rates were 
adopted.
